LOCAL INSPECTOR EXPLAINS 
BASIS OF 1933 CROP LOANS 


Three hundred dollars 
is 
the 
most that any farmer may borrow 
for crop production loans in 1933, 
H. F. Clinger, Field Inspector for 
the Crop Production Loan Office in 
this community, says in announc­ 
ing details on the proposed loans. 
Applicants who are in arreas on 
as many as two previous 
loans 
made by the Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture may not borrow 
more 
than 
S100. 
Loans for crop 
production 
in 
counties where fertilizer 
is 
not 
commonly used will be based on the 
approximate cost of the 
supplies 
needed, but cannot exceed $3 
an 
acre for general field crops and 
$12 an acre for truck crops, 
in­ 
cluding potatoes and sweet pota­ 
toes. Not more than $1 an acre of 
these amounts is to be used for re­ 
pairs and miscellaneous expenses 
other than 
seed, 
fertilizer, feed 
for workstock and fuel and oil for 
tractors. 
Additional sums (within the lim­ 
it for each farmer) may be bor­ 
rowed for fighting insect pests and 
plant diseases. 
These are to 
be 
not more than 
$2 
an acre 
for 
spraying and dusting materials to 
protect cotton and tobacco, $4 an 
acre 
for spraying 
and 
dusting 
truck crops, and $25 an acre for 
fertilizer and spraying and dusting 
materials for bearing fruit 
trees 
and vineyards. 
Farmers intending to apply for 
loans need not write to Washing­ 
ton or regional offices, hut may se­ 
cure the application forms 
from 
him, Mr. Clinger says. Loans will 
be made only to farmers who can­ 
not secure credit elsewhere, 
and 
who cannot farm unless they can 
secure the loan. 


To have a loan application 
ap­ 
proved this year, a farmer 
must 
agree to reduce his acreage 30 per 
cent under that grown in 1932. The 
30 per cent withheld from cultiva­ 
tion may be sown to soil-building 
crops. 
A first 
lien on the 1933 
crop is required. 
'Loans are due 
October 31, 1933. 
The regulations make it unlaw­ 
ful for any person 
to dispose 
of 
or assist in disposing of any crops 
given as security for any crop loan, 
except for the account of the Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture and provide 
for fine and imprisonment for vio­ 
lation of such regulation. The reg­ 
ulations require that each ,borrow­ 
er agree to plant a garden for his 
home use and to plant 
sufficient 
acreage to provide necessary live­ 
stock feed.
